WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP)— Gen. DwightD. Eisenhower has 
infomed President Roosevelt that "a clean cut militaiy surrend- 
er" of thenazis is improbable. 

• The supreme allied commander in Europe foresaw extensive 
guerrilla warfare. He said he was hopeful of launching operations 
at the proper time that "should partially prevent a guerrilla con- 
trol of any lai-ge area, such as the southem mountain bastion." 

On the basis of past performances by German armed forces, 
Eisenhower said it is likely that "a V-E day will come about only by 
a proclamation on our part rather than by any definite and decisive 
collapse or surrender of German resistance."

Toltyo of helping Germany to war against iRussia. ' 

The Moscow radio announced that(Foreign Commissar Vyaclieslav Molotov had informed 
the Japanese ambassador that continuance of the compact was impossible since Japan wag 
fighting against Russia's allies, the United States and Great Britain. • ; : 

"In such a situation the pact of neutrality between Japan and the USSR has lost 'its- 
meaning," Molotov said. Tlie note was handed the Japanese aniliassador at 3 p. m. tdday 
in the midst of a new Japanese cabinet crisis. : 

The Soviet note emphasized that the pact of neutrality between the Soviet Union and 
Japan was concluded before the attacit by Germany on the USSR, and before the outbreali 
of war behveen Japan on one hand and Great Britain and the United States on the other.

'X zlodlcal medical examinations, 4.000,000 to 
6,600,000 Of the 17,000,000 Americans i 
doomed to die of cancer can be spared the

Tha press neither does Its duty nor fulfills Its 
destiny It It polsoiu Its news columns with propagandi 
and private opinions, or Is careless ot Its tacts, or pre^ 
scnta editorials written by the milnformed and swayed 
by hearsay, or publishes misleading advertising or 
vicious and sensational gossip from whatever soiuce. 

-Ono ot the mysteries of our own day ts Uia wide- 
spread assumption that syhdlcated columns, on any 
subject and In any degree ot Inaccuracy or mendacity, 
may be presented to the public. Just because they are 
bought and paid for, without the slightest ouumptlon 
ot responslbiuty by Uie publisher. Such a thing makes 
a mockery ot common acnse and a travesty of iht first 
amendment." 

It Is Almost a general rule In Uie news business 
Uiat cvcrytMdy halos the censor and the censor I 
everybody. But Byron Price Is the exception. 

So far as we have observed his conduct ol his olflce, 
Mr. price docsnt hate anything except Incompetence 
and hrcsponslbllltj'. Be has handled one of the 
meanest and potentially troublous Jolis ot govern- 
ment In such a fair-minded way that he has tha 
respect and admlraUon of those who have been subject 
to bis censorship. 

The paragraphs quoted above may cause some 
people to squirm. But we think no publisher or editor 
worlliy 10 serve as a steward of a tree preu would 
dispute Mr. Price's slatcment.— New York World-Tele-

; CARE OP YOUR 

CHILDREN 

By AMOELO PATBI 

Pew children are eager to learn 
lessons. Many of them axe inter- 
ested while the work la now but 
when It cornea down to steady rou- 
tined appllcaUon when other inter- 
eata haia to be Put asld» lor the 
lessons, moit children need 
preasure, and some stimulus. That 
Is why va hsTa to haie the classes 
and the teschen, the prograiali and 
the routined dsys. 

Ultra Is always soma' friction 
classrooms. Hie teacher, who is the 
main force. Is pushing the chil- 
dren Into doing their work, trying 
to get them to grow through effort 
and of course there are as many 
responses to her efforts as tbera 
are clilldren'ln the room. Borne fol- 
low easily, some with difficulty, 
some not at all, and the great group 
stay In the middle of the way and 
get alwig itij well. • 

The teacher does not dwcU with 
tho ones who get along well. The 
falling ones, the disinterested and 
the mlstlts, the slower ones, attract 
and hold her attention and wear her 
out unUi she sayf. "If Uiat last row 
' would Juit fade out ot the picture 
I'd hare a Una class. Thty spoil It 
all." 

Now the supervisors, knowing that 
each child counts bis weight in the 
community, cenlen his attention on 
this last row. He makes suggestions 
for their redemption and the leading 
Ing one always ,1s and must be, 
"Make learning easy for them." That 
!s right It you know what la the easy 
way for them. 

It differs for each. One boy can- 
not slay In any routined classroom 
and take the ccuise as set down. Ho 
can take a couple of subjects only 
but he excels In the dramatic room. 
Send him there and Ua hla work to 
the one skill he has. A gh-l can do 
nothing with numbers, but she Is 
.first class In history and gmgniphy. 

* Start here there and tie the work 
to what the does well and for a time 
let the rest go by. Start each child 
where he standi, teed him on what 
he con digest mentally. That atarts 
his growth and If he has any power 
at all, and they oil have, he will 
begin to show it. 

We know so little about the brain, 
much leu about the mind, that we 
must approach this matter ot learn- 
ing cautiously, with reverence and 
In humility. We can approach the 
child, ve can-present the knowl- 
edge but only the mystery ttwt Is 
In him can accept or reject It. 

What wa have ability to do Is 
easy. What ve lack abUlty to do la 
turd. Ona thing helps us. experi- 
ence. A Clear cut experience In one 
direction does help us, opens up % 
field ot ability In another. \7e prov- 
ed that in our slow-movlna BRmps. 
Start vhert the dUld stands and hi 
will grow In Mma direction and tlut 
will help his. all around growth.
